Taking Prophecy Literally 

Will the prophecies concerning the 
Jews and Palestine be literally fulfilled? 
To some, the question will seem foolish; 
but there are many others who believe 
that these prophecies relate to the 
Church, and that the literal interpreta- 
tion of them is a fairly recent vagary 
among Christians: On May 24, 1889, at 
the annual meeting of the Free Church 
General Assembly in Scotland, the 
fiftieth anniversary of that church’s mis- 
sion to the Jews was commemorated. 
A deputation had gone to Palestine in 
1839, including Dr. Andrew A. Bonar, 
Robert Murray McCheyne, and others. 
A work had been opened in Hungary 
in 1841. One of the first fruits of that 
mission was the conversion of Dr. Adolph 
Saphir, the well-known Hebrew-Chris- 
tian whose writings on the Scriptures 
have brought blessing to so many. He 
and his father, then more than sixty 
years old, his mother, his brother, and 
three sisters had all been baptized on 
the same day. Speaking at that anniver- 
sary meeting, Dr. Saphir said: “The 
memories of the past are solemn; the 
opportunities of the present are urgent; 
and the hope for the future, according 
to the Word of God, is secure and glori- 
ous. I love the literalities of Scripture,

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and believe that the literal view of 
Scripture history and promises is truly 
spiritual; for what is meant by ‘spiritual,’ 
if not that which is according to the 
Spirit of God revealed by the Spirit 
in the Word?

Surely Robert Murray McCheyne, the 
two Bonars, Dr. Saphir, and the other 
leaders of that Jewish mission would 
have rejoiced if they could have seen 
the beginnings of the fulfillment of 
prophecy concerning the Jews and their 
land which our generation has wit- 
nessed.: There are indeed many great 
obstacles, from our human point of view; 
but, as in the days of Caleb and Joshua, 
we must look not at the ,giants in the 
way, but in faith to Almighty God, of 
whom it is written, “He is faithful that 
promised.”

ish rites, observe the appointed festival 
days, if they would be saved (Gal. 4: 
10). It would seem that some of Paul’s 
converts, to make sure of their salva- 
tion, had submitted to the demands of 
these circumcisionists, while others were 
on the verge of submission. The ques- 
tion had aroused a big controversy and 
there was a very grave danger of the 
church passing out of existence. “If,” 
says Paul, “ye bite and devour one an- 
other, take heed that ye be not consumed 
one of another” (Gal. 5:15). 


It grieved the apostle deeply to find 
that the converts in Galatia had allowed 
themselves to be led astray, for they 
were running the Christian race so well 
when he left them (5:7). He fears now 
lest all his sacrificial labors among them 
had been in vain (4:11). Ere it is too 
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late he urges them to stand still and 

, and see how suicidal it is ‘to 
heed the voices of these false brethren, 
who would rob them of the glad as- 
surance of salvation, and bring them 
into bondage to the law, and to sin. 
He shows them clearly from his own 
bitter experience that no man can be 
justified in God’s sight by his own good 
works (2:16-21); that the apostles at 
the headquarters of the church in Jeru- 
salem had given their blessing on his 
mission, and approved of: his Gospel 
of salvation by faith alone in Christ 
Jesus (2:7-9). Therefore, to submit to 
the demands of the Judaizers was to 
imperil their souls, for if they agreed 
that the keeping of one part of the law 
was necessary fer salvation, then, neces- 
sarily, they must keep the whole law, 
which was an impossibility. More than 
this, it meant that Christ’s work on 
Calvary to justify them in God’s sight 
became of no effect, and they were 
“fallen from grace” (5:4). To Paul, 
neither circumcision nor uncircumcision 
was of any profit, for neither had any- 
thing to do with a man’s salvation. Faith 
in the atoning work of Christ was the 
all-important thing—‘“for in Christ 
Jesus neither circumcision nor uncir- 
cumcision is of any importance; but only 
faith working through love” (v. 6, Wey- 
mouth). . 

It was necessary that Paul should 
speak of the faith that justifies, as a 
faith that expresses itself by love. A 
faith that does not express itself by love 
is not saving faith. Love is the hand- 
maid of faith, and the first-born fruit 
of the Spirit of Christ (5:22). There 
were many who professed to be be- 
lievers— these Hebrews from Jerusa- 
lem declared themselves to be in the 
faith — but their lovelessness, their self- 
ishness, their hatred, their craftiness 
gave the lie to their profession, they 
were out to serve their own ends (6: 
12, 13). James, who knew these He- 
brew professors only too well, gave them 
no encouragement. It was insufficient 
to say they believed, for even the devils 
believe and tremble (Jas. 2:19); faith 
that did not issue in love was a dead 
faith and utterly useless (2:14-17). Faith 
works by love; it sheds abroad in the 
heart the love of God in Christ Jesus, 
and through the grace bestowed by 
Christ the believer serves others in love, 
and because he breathes love to all he 
will never be guilty of doing them an 
injury, and thus love is the fulfilling 
of the law (Gal. 5:14). The faith that 
insists on the keeping of the law does 
not work by love, but by controversy, 
hate, division, and, therefore it is ob- 
vious it can never keep the law which 
demands wholehearted love to God and 
man (Matt. 22:37-40). 

Through love faith expresses itself, 
gets into action, becomes operative, ef- 
fective. All other things — ritual, forms 
of worship, orthodoxy, and prophetical 
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knowledge — are vain without love. Yea, 
they become positively harmful, for 
there is the great danger of substituting 
these for the life of love, which is so 
hard to live. 


There is ever the temptation to take 
the line of least resistance, for it is so 
much easier io observe ritual, to be in- 
terested in prophetic events, than to 
lite out Christ’s law of love. We shall 
not be condemned because we never ob- 
served this or that form of worship, but 
we shall be condemned if we fail to 
speak the “truth in love” (Eph. 4:15), 
to serve one another by love (Gal. 5:13). 
Faith without love, says Paul, profits 
nothing (1 Cor. 13:2, 3); and the beloved 
apostle declares that it is vain for a 
man to say he is of God, that God’s 
love dwells in him, if he doesn’t show 
love to his heedy brother in a practical 
way (1 John 4:20). He who has true 
saving faith (1 John 4:7) works by love 
and by his loving deeds gives proof that 
he is “born of God.” Faith and love 
walk hand in hand, and wherever Paul 
saw believers living in love and fellow- 
ship, and serving all men in love, his 
heart overflowed with gratitude (see 1 
Thess. 1:3; 2 Thess. 1:3; Philem. 4-7). 


The vital thing is that we have a “faith 
which worketh by love.” Faith, if it is 
to be good for anything, must be a 
working faith. If faith puts us to sleep 
instead of into the Lord’s harvest field; 
if it lulls us into a spirit of self-com- 
placency or makes us bitterly contro- 
versial, pugnacious, prejudiced, it is not 
worth having, yea, we should “examine” 
ourselves as to whether we “be in the 
faith” (2 Cor. 13:5). 

Faith is a grace that saves and justifies; 
it is also a grace@®which works, and 
love is the arm with which faith does 
its work well. Whatever the task to 
which faith addresses herself, whether 
to the evangelization of the world, the 
sweetening and purifying of national 
life, the teaching of children in the 
Sunday school, the distribution of Gos- 
pel. literature, it is always done best 
when done in love. The. absence of 
love makes service a drudgery, and we 
soon tire and drop out. Love lightens 
labor, sweetens and inspires it, and im- 
parts to it a glow and zest which re- 
lieves it of all its irksomeness, and re- 
deems it from all trace of servility. 

A loving and self-devoting faith is the 
one thing that counts. Faith which 
works by love is mighty in operation. 
It works miracles in homes, churches, 
business, in the foreign field. By faith 
expressing itself in love we become 
known as Christ’s disciples (John 13: 
34, 35), and lead others to see their need, 
and to repentance and faith. It was 
faith expressing itself in a loving inter- 
est in our salvation that was the means 
of leading many of us to the Saviour. 
Stanley, the skeptic, confessed that

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I. Joy and Her Gospel ‘Recordings 


And, “Headquarters for Lessons in Rejoicing” 


NE small sign, “Gospel Recordings, 
Incorporated,” identifies a slen- 
der frame building perched on a 
hill near downtown Los Angeles. There 
could just as well be two—the second 
one announcing “Headquarters for Les- 
sons in Rejoicing.” Here is a place that 
is remarkable not only for its mission- 
ary activity, but also for its practical 
demonstration of a great and often un- 
appreciated spiritual principle. 
Consider the missionary aspect. 
Seven years ago, when this work be- 
gan, there was no equipment, no prop- 
erty, no funds for the purpose, no ex- 
perienced personnel for the making of 
discs distinguished by excellent music 
and a clear Gospel message. In the 
comparatively brief period that has fol- 
lowed, over 40,000 Gospel records have 
been made available to mission fields, 
in 76 languages including Spanish, 
Portuguese, French, Chinese, Italian, 
and many African and Indian dialects. 
Used by individuals and in radio tran- 
scriptions, they reach an ever-increasing 
company. Of Spanish-speaking listen- 
ers alone, the potential radio audience 
includes 130 million souls! 


Growth in Workers and Equipment 


At first there was only one individual 
who was God’s co-worker in this project. 
She was the happy-hearted Joy Ridder- 
hof, a missionary returned home with 
ruined health but with a tremendous 
longing to get the Gospel to souls who 
need it. Now there are ten full-time 
workers besides innumerable volunteers 
on the staff. A non-profit corporation 
has been formed, governed by a board 
of directors of seven members. A six- 
room headquarters is fully paid for, com- 
plete with a studio equipped with re- 
cording apparatus comparable in repro- 
duction quality to the best of its kind 
in Hollywood. This is a work of faith, 
with no endowment, no monied backers. 

But that is not all. Parallel with this 
.Misible accomplishment is the visualiza- 
tion of a great spiritual truth: that for 
the child of God, the Scriptural injunc- 
tion to “rejoice evermore” is just as 
imperative as is the command to “have 
faith in God.” And it is apparent that 
obedience at this point carries with it 
glowing and undreamed-of results. 

Not long ago two young women called 
at the headquarters of Gospel Record- 
ings. The beaming one was a mission- 
ary on her first furlough from South 
America. 

“I’ve brought Beth,” she exclaimed, 
“to learn the doctrine of rejoicing.”

Her ministry 
is twofold, for her records are used 
by missionaries all over the world, 
and her work is a living testimony 
to the fact that God can make de- 
lays and hindrances work out for 
good to them that love Him. 








Joy Ridderhof joked. “We make records 
here — you know, Gospel recordings — 
for use on mission fields.” 

“Of course.” 

“But, Joy,” the young missionary was 
earnest. “You know very well that con- 
tact with this place has spread whole 
new horizons for some of us. In my 
own case, when I learned the practice 
of praising God for everything He sends, 
I;found physical and mental and spir- 
itual strength that nothing else had 
ever given me.” 

“Yes, I know...” 

The admission brought to Miss Rid- 
derhof a wave of remembrance of her 
own schooling in the art of rejoicing. 
In missionary experiences in the bleak 
hills of Honduras, and in the long period 
of inactivity at home, she had been en- 
abled to learn ever more fully the right- 
ness and the benefit of expressing thanks 
to God at the time that each new cir- 
cumstance unfolded. “But even yet,” 
she admits, “I know all too little about 
true rejoicing. I have come to see, how- 
ever, that among the ‘all things’ that 
‘work together for good’ to the child 


of God, and that should therefore be’ 


causes for praise to Him, are delays, 
mistakes, and many things often re- 
garded as hindrances.” 


Rejoicing Over Delays 


Fresh from Bible school and the Uni- 
versity of California, Joy Ridderhof 
welcomed her first assignment as a mis- 
sionary. Located at Marcala, she was 
to be wholly responsible for getting the 
Gospel into a dozen surrounding towns. 

At first all went well. With a port- 
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able organ, a good knowledge of Span- 
ish, a few friendly townspeople, and a 
sure-footed mule, she tramped the cold 
hills of her parish. 

Listeners responded. There were de- 
cisions for Christ. But always there 
was that awful realization that not all 
the people were being reached. 

“T'll train the native Christians to 
go out to the others,” she resolved. And 
she did. ; 

But the new witnesses straggled back, 
crestfallen. “Without the music,” they 
mourned, “no one will listen.” 

Disappointed and perplexed, the eager 
missionary prayed night after night that 
God would provide some way to get 
the Gospel into the far-away places. 
Obviously, she could not carry it there, 
for travel was frequently impossible. 
Neither could she send it in print, for 
the inhabitants were illiterate. Before 
long, she noticed that God was enlarg- 
ing the scope of her prayer: now it 
extended “to all people,” all in every 
part of the world who needed the good 
news of salvation and were not getting 
it. It took long “delay” to bring this 
larger view into clear focus. 

As yet there was no immediate sign 
that the prayer was being answered, 
not’ even any thought that the missign- 
ary herself would have ‘a part in its 
fulfillment. 


Enrichment Through Discipline 


“I know now,” Joy Ridderhof will tell 
you, “that in that little adobe shack 
I began to learn one thing: that when 
administered by a loving Heavenly 
Father, the discipline of delay can be 
an enriching and enlarging experience. 
Dimly at first I came to see that if I 
believed Romans 8:28 — and I do believe 
it—then I ought to praise Him now 
for every outworking of His plan, no 
matter how obscure it might seem at 
the time. The Lord has graciously given 
many lessons along this line, among the 
most thrilling of which were experi- 
ences connected with a trip to Mexico 
and Guatemala in 1944.” 

From the first, Miss Ridderhof’s con- 
cern naturally had been for the dwellers 
in her beloved Honduras. When she 
began record-making, the initial effort 
was in the Spanish language; in fact, 
Gospel Recordings has a second name, 
Buenas Nuevas (“Good News”). The 
Buenas Nuevas chorus was formed, 
composed of some twenty talented and 
consecrated musicians, most of whom 
are Latins. This group continues to 
serve, giving four hours on alternate 
Sunday afternoons each month to re- 
hearsing and recording at the Los An- 
geles headquarters. Their remuneration 
is the joy of knowing that to that vast 
company of Spanish-speaking people 
who inhabit one-fourth of the earth’s 
surface, they are making known the 
way to be saved.

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A Survey of Religious Life 


and Thought

E dean of Canterbury, Dr. Hew- 
lett Johnson, who has been in 
America praising Russian condi- 
tions, was discreetly silent regarding the 
religious. persecutions in the Baltic 
States. When Russian invaders entered 
Latvia in 1940 they forbade all religious 
work among children and young people, 
closing the orphan homes in Tilza, Jaun- 
jelga, and Vainode, and scattering the 
children to the four winds. Then they 
“nationalized” all church property down 
to hymnbooks and Communion cups. 
Thereafter rent has had to be paid for 
everything — hall, piano, organ, hymn- 
books, Communion service. The electric 
light tax was levied at a rate twenty- 
five times higher than that for private 
rooms. 

Those who had obligated themselves 
to carry on the work of the church were 
taxed as if they were in a private and 
profitable business. This income tax 
was put so high that it was impossible 
to pay and carry on. The whole thing 
was a hypocritical way of destroying 
religious liberty while announcing its 
existence. In this way the Russians 
ruined thousands of churches. In Riga 
such large chapels as the Salvation Tem- 
ple, the Seminary, and the Matthew 
churches were simply closed and turned 
_ into cinemas and clubs. Pastors have 
been hectored and threatened and 
abused, refused opportunity te work for 
their living, and subjected to cruel ex- 
aminations and trials. One such experi- 
ence is described: 

“After a long and awful ordeal, one 
examination lasting a whole night from 
7.30 to 6 a.m., I was cross-examined by 
four men and a Jewish woman. Their 
methods can break down the most pow- 
erful man morally and physically. When 
I was near to collapse they said to me, 
‘If you will become one of our co- 
workers you shall have absolute free- 
dom to preach in your church.’ When 
they released me it was under threat of 
death penalty. I had to sign a paper 
promising not to tell anyone where I 
had been and what I had been asked.” 


Legalized prostitution appears to be 
on the way out in France. On the fifth 
of December, last year, the state radio 
announced its end in the Department 
of the North. This was preceded by 
similar action in the Ardéche, the 
Moselle, and the Oise. On December 17 
the Municipal Council of Paris abol- 
ished all regulated houses after bitter 
debate with the representatives of the 
‘powerful trust owning thése places.

Mme. Marthe Richard opened the de- 
bate, supported by the Communist 
leader Emmanuel Fleury. All clandes- 
tine houses will also be closed, the ill- 
famed “moral police” supplanted by a 
women’s police corps, and a home for 
bringing women back to honest life es- 
tablished. 

This victory may be due to the fact 
that women now have the ballot. But 
it also owes much to Protestant Pastors 
Fallot and Comte in the past, Pasteurs 
Laserre and Cabanis of the present, and 
to the French League, M. Daniel Parker, 
executive, for the raising of public mor- 
ality. 

The call has been given to continue 
this nettoyage, clean-up, in Lyon, Mar- 
seille, Bordeaux, and the remaining 
French cities. 


The widespread Roman Catholic 
movement to publish and distribute the 
Bible, referred to in a recent Survey, 
has its explanatian in the papal encycli- 
cal now published in English, entitled 
“Stand by the Bible”! A further illus- 
tration of this interesting development 
is reported from Chile where the church 
authorities say: 

“All popular editions of Scripture 
heretofore have been made by heretics. 
From now on we shall undertake this 
work. We must remember that when 
there is need to divulge the teachings 
in this book, it falls upon Catholics to 
do it. We have been expressly ordered 
to do it. We must not leave the field 
to the heretic.” ; 

Dr. Gibson of Belfast says in the Chris- 
tian Irishman that in 1908, as a result 
of careful survey by the Episcopal and 
Presbyterian churches, there was hardly 
a town or village in Ireland where the 
Douay (R.C.) Testament could be pur- 
chased and with few exceptions no 
Scripture was discoverable in Catholic 
Irish homes. Since then three things 
have happened, the people have become 
literate, the radio has widened their 
outlook, and in the last seven years 
every part of Ireland has been visited 
by colporteurs who have made 600,000 
visits and sold some 334,000 copies of 
Scripture. 

Ireland was once an Isle of Saints, 
real ones, and in such places as Bangor 
in County Down and Clonard on the 
river Boyne, there were centers of learn- 
ing where thousands of students from 
all over Europe gathered to study the 
Word and to carry it back home. It 
was Danish raids—think of it! from a 
land where Biblical civilization is 
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so splendidly entrenched today — rein- 
forced by the evil pressure of Rome, 
that destroyed this early Christian Irish 
civilization. Perhaps the time is near 
when there shall be a revival of it. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Carles of the Spanish 
Christian Mission says of Spain: “When 
the Vaticah ordered, through Franco, 
that all the Bibles should be confiscated 
by the authorities, and disobedience to 
this order meant prison or death, a be- 
loved brother, a friend of mine, who was 
stationed in the town where I used to 
labor for Christ before escaping from 
Spain, managed to hide 40,000 copies of 
the Word. A short time ago he reported 
that, “in spite of the inquisition reign- 
ing in Spain, I have been able to send 
Bibles and New Testaments to other 
parts of our unhappy country.” 

Arid in this connection, the Russian 
Archbishop Alexei, visiting the United 
States, was presented by the American 
Bible Society with 5,000 New Testaments 
in Russian, 100,000 Russian Gospels, and 
500 copies of Nestlé’s Greek New Testa- 
ments for theological students in Russian 
seminaries He was able to tell the com- 
mittee of the Bible Society that “publi- 
cation of the eternal Book had already 
begun again in Russia” and that further 
developments were planned. Between the 
years 1940 and 1944 the American Bible 
Society sent more than 26,000 Testa- 
ments and 271,682 Gospels to Russian 
prisoners in Germany and elsewhere. 


The Spezia Mission is carried on in 
the city of that name, Italy’s great naval 
base, by the Rev. H. H. Pullen, an Eng- 
lishman who was sent out of Italy on 
the last train before the war broke. In 
crossing France he and his two friends 
were trapped by the Germans and later 
sent to the camp for 5,000 English pris- 
oners at Besancon. It was filthy and 
overcrowded. Mr. Pullen inaugurated 
and maintained a church with large con- 
gregations, a day schcol, and a Sunday 
school, his Spezia assistant, Miss Coates, 
helping. But strain and privation broke 
them both down, and they were sent to 
a great hospital where, the Germans 


‘granting permission, they held services 


for the patients, and visited those in 
the wards. 

When discharged on parole they min- 
istered to infirm British prisoners in 
Paris, and were in constant danger from 
bombardment. These British prisoners 
were undernourished and dying. By 
prayer and strenuous effort Mr. Pullen 
was able to do what the Red Créss could 
not do—obtain abundant supplies of 
provisions which he and a small com- 
mittee distributed in every part of the 
vast city of Paris. For this he and Miss 
Coates were publicly thanked at the 
British Embassy Church by Mr. Duff 
Cooper, newly-arrived Ambassador, in 
the name of the King and the Nation. 

Now iney are back in Spezia to restore 
their mission. This extends all over 
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Italy and includes orphanages for girls 
and boys, a publishing house for evan- 
gelical literature, the issue of Scripture 
in Braille for the blind, as well as 
evangelism and the colportage of Scrip- 
ture. 

We may add that the separation of 
Church from State in Italy is being con- 
sidered by a Committee of the Constit- 
uent Ministry in face of strong papal 
opposition. Will it pass? Hardly yet. 
But it is under discussion, which is a 
beginning. 


Southland Bible Institute, Pikeville, 
Ky., is a center recently established, 
where numbers of mountain youth, who 
have been converted, can come for in- 
tensive Bible training. It is in charge 
of the Rev. and Mrs. J. S. Otteson, for 
fourteen years missionaries of the Scan- 
dinavian Alliance Mission in India. 

Three years ago an abandoned club 
building was obtained in which to start 
the enterprise. Other buildings have 
been built; still others are needed. Dr. 
Ironside of the Moody Church gives the 
new and promising school his highest 
commendation. 

Prayer —and God prepared buildings. 

Prayer — and God prepared workers. 

We are glad to see the Scandinavian 
names on the board of trustees. That 
means efficiency and dependability. 

Lodging and meals cost about a dol- 
lar a day for the school year of 210 
days. Limited part-time employment is 
available to those who need it. 

Student accommodations are excellent: 
buildings all modern and convenient and 
neafly maintained. ‘Visitors have 
praised our dietician and cook for ex- 
cellent quality of the regular meals. A 
well-qualified nurse looks after the 
health of our school family.” 

When John G. Fey started Berea in 
the Kentucky mountains he had evan- 
gelical Bible teaching in mind. Berea 
has gone out from us because it was 
not of us. The Southland Bible Insti- 
tute will do a work which Berea fails 
to do. 


Mission Notes.—Mrs. Carder writes 
from Peru: “We had another confer- 
ence in Moniquira with a Catholic priest 
speaking, also Senor Perez and another 
Peruvian preacher. The priest had been 
a Jesuit, but had left the order some 
years ago because, as he said, he wanted 
holiness, but could not find it, nor the 
conditions for it, there. He wants to 
serve Christ in the Gospel, has suffered 
much persecution, is reduced to poverty, 
is seventy-two years old. Pray much 
for him. He is on his way now to con- 
fer with Dr. Pearson of the Inter-Ameri- 
can Mission, the author of ‘The Monk 
Who Lived Again.’ The ex-Jesuit’s mes- 
sage was very fine.” 

Mr. Playfair, general director of the 
Sudan Interior Mission, writes of the 
“mighty movement in Ethiopia”: “In 
one area thirty evangelists volunteer 
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each month to go far and wide preach- 
ing the Gospel and visiting churches. 
While they are gone, others work their 
farms and look after their families. 
When they return, they have a meeting 
for report, when experiences are re- 
counted, conversions announced, and 
special prayer made for special cases. 
They are seeking to keep the church 
pure.” 


There has been an authentic revival 
in South Negros among Filipinos in the 
field of the Association of Baptists for 
World Evangelism. These seceders from 
the American Baptist Mission have a 
training school, the Doane Evangelistic 
Institute at Iloilo, just opposite South 
Negros, and the pastors here trained 
were leaders in the revival. They had 
all stuck to their posts throughout the 
war, and.even started a Bible institute 
in the mountains. Fifty young people 
gathered in a house to study under their 
instruction two weeks at a time. These 
young people were largely of high school 
age and training, though a few were 
college students. 


The revival emphasized Bible teach- 
ing and holy living. The Spirit of God 
was present in melting power. There 
was confession of sin and crying to the 
Lord. Mr. Dayot speaks of four hun- 
dred in a local church coming from Ilog, 
Kabankalan, Isao, Cauyan, Bacalod, 
Cadiz, Valladolid, Iloilo, and elsewhere. 
“They drank in everything eagerly.” 


A faith work among the Dukhobors of 
British Columbia has been carried on 
since 1935. This centers at Castlegar, a 
mountainous area out from which Mr. 
F. E. Woodrow evangelizes by bicycle. 
In summer he reaches an area in radius 
about twenty-five miles, holding daily 
vacation Bible schools, regular services 
in schoolhouses and wherever else pos- 
sible, and constantly visiting. There are 
some eleven thousand of these Russians 
in these settlements. 


Superstitioius and contradictions 
abound in their beliefs. The people are 
easy to talk to individually, and some 
seem to be seeking the truth, but they 
are so self-rightebus that they cannot 
break clear. They believe Christ rose 
from the dead in spirit,and that His 
spirit lived in Peter Veregin. Eternal 
life consists in the fact that if they 
please God their sons will bear their 
name endlessly! They have no inter- 
est in the Gospel, and all definitely ridi- 
cule the teaching of Christ’s second 
coming. 

Sometimes they break up public meet- 
ings, yet the Holy Spirit has come upon 
some in convicting power. Several 
young people have come out for the 
Lord, and one is a particular help to 
Mr. Woodrow, as he has spent some time 
in a Bible school. Others have con- 
fessed Christ and are going on with Him. 
At-present two Mennonites are working 
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among them at Grand Forks and sup- 
port themselves by teaching Russian. 

The prospects for the work are grow- 
ing. A car is needed for transportation 
to the little communities in whith these 
people live. A public preaching along 
the highways, which throng with Duk- 
hobors in summer, would then be made - 
effective. Sustained and believing 
prayer for additional workers and their 
support is also sought. 


The question of missions in the Far 
East is to the fore. In the Christiar 
Century a demand is put forth for ¢ 
mass movement in Japan, the capture oi 
a whole nation for Christ as the Ro- 
man Empire became “Christian” through 
Constantine’s influence. It is an un- 
happy example to plead. Nor is the 
statement that the Christian church 
missed an opportunity in not pressing 
for a national adoption of Christianity 
in the early years of Meiji strictly true. 
As a matter of fact it has long been un- 
derstood that the Japanese Government 
of the time was considering just such 
a step but drew back. They had sent 
observers to see how Christianity worked 
in America and discovered that the uni- 
versities were abandoning it. 

Nevertheless the Christian Century 
thinks it again a ripe time to appeal to 
the Japanese people, as a people, to 
adopt Christianity. It would send out a 
group of leading men in education, sci- 
ence, law, politics (!), and industry, who 
are also Christians, to make this pro- 
posal. “The recruiting of the sort of 
embassy that could do this should start 
at once with the major missionary 
boards and such interdenominational 
bodies as the Federal Council and the 
Foreign Missions Conference taking 
upon themselves to see that the neces- 
sary plans are made and carried 
through.”* 

It is a more civilized form of whole- 
sale missions than that of Charlemagne, 
when he drove the Saxons into the bap- 
tismal waters of the Elbe. But it is 
about as far off from all that is implied 
in conversion, regeneration, and the 
new birth. 


Dr. J. Gordon Holdcroft and Mrs. 
Bertha Byram, M.D., have written pow- 
erfully regarding missionaries who led 
the church into Shinto idolatry during 
the Japanese occupation of Korea. Are 
these compromising missionaries going 
back to their old fields without any sign 
of repentance? The boards had written 
them that “they must work within the 
thought patterns of the country to which 
they had been assigned.” They did it, 
and ajlowed idolatry. “Some of them 
are already back, unchanged, and we 
believe, in God’s sight, unusable.” 

One Presbytery in Korea, however, 
has confessed that in doing obeisance 
at the shrines all who participated sin- 
ned grievously. Presbytery has sus- 
pended communion for six months and 
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‘asked the whole church in that area to 


observe a week of prayer to confess its 


sins.. The leader in this movement is” 


the Rev. Chin H. Kim, a graduate of 
Faith Theological Seminary. 

The new law disestablishing Shinto- 
ism in Japan went into effect on Christ- 
mas Day.1 Let us thank General Mac- 
Arthur for that! It is strange that those 
who would co-operate with Asiatic re- 
ligions, who find good in all religions, 
have not lifted their voices against this 
attaint against Shintoism. This silence 
seems to be a confession that this re- 
ligion is not only false and worthless but 
dangerous. It is a far cry from the sen- 
timental poesy about a Shinto shrine, 
wind-bathed, which appeared in the 
Christian Century not many years ago. 


Walter Passiglia has finished a decade 
of Christian work among the Italians, 
Cubans, and Spaniards of Ybor City, 
Tarmpa, Fla. There are 40,000 of these 
Latin folk in Tampa, only ten per cent 
of whom go to the Roman church, the 
rest being unchurched. Mr. Passiglia 
began with the children and ‘built up 
a prosperous Sunday school. The re- 
sponse to his Vacation Bible School was 
wonderful, children coming from all 
directions. At one time there was hardly 
a home in the community that had a 
Bible; now scarcely one without a copy, 
3,000 Bibles having been given away in 
ten years. “Hundreds of people have 
come into the glorious light and free- 
dom of the Gospel of Jesus Christ: 750 
young people have received instruction 
in the past ten years.” Mr. Passiglia 
writes of them: “Fifty-three boys and 
girls from our mission were in the 
armed services. We wrote to them con- 
stantly and had special prayer groups 
praying for them. 

“One of our first converts is a suc- 
cessful pastor in Macon, Ga. His wife, 
who also found Christ in our mission, 
is a graduate of Florida State College 
for Women. At present there are six 
young people who have volunteered for 
full-time Christian work. Three of them 
are in the State College for Women. Two 
of our mission boys have entered David- 
son College.” 

The Roman Catholic authorities have 
taken notice of this thriving work. 
Priests preparing to go to Central and 
Seuth America as missionaries stop at 
Ybor City for additional training. They 
visit among the people, calling on them 
to return to the church of their fathers. 
There is also Communist opposition, and 
the old talk about “the opium of the 


_ people” which is amply rebutted by the 


results of this awakening and inspiring 
mission. 
Reforms in French Catholicism are 


reported and perhaps deserve mention. 
The Archbishop of Toulouse has intro-

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duced French into certain liturgies in 
place of Latin. In a parish in Lyons 
Nétre Dame de St. Alban, instead of 
an altar before which the priest, back 
to people, says Mass, there is now a 
Communion table behind which the 
priest stands, facing the people. The 
host is no longer distributed to com- 
municants kneeling behind the grill of 
the choir but around the table of the 
Lord. 

In the Basilica of St. Bertrand de Com- 
minges there is also a chapel whose 
altar is a simple table of matble. This 
goes back to the privilege accorded to 
churches whose foundation was in the 
first five centuries of the Christian Era, 
and hence is equivalent to an acknowl- 
edgment that the Mass is not the orig- 
inal form of the Lord’s Supper. 


A Forward Movement.—A mission of 
Chinese Christians to tribe§people on 
the western borders of Szechwan was 
begun in 1939 under the leadership of 
Mr. William B. Djang, wko was educated 
in Toronto University and Knox The- 
ological College. The Government of 
China has promised to subsidize its medi- 
cal work. The Presbyterian Record says 
of it: 

“Starting with a modest budget, a staff 
of four, and great faith, Mr. Djang has 
toiled through the war years to develop 
the Border Mission :into one of the great 
missionary ventures. He has patiently 
gathered a splendid staff, now number- 
ing about seventy, prorhising them noth- 
ing but a bare living and hard work 
in lonely places. They have met with 
opposition on many sides but have per- 
severed.” 


Mr. Djang and his associates of “the 
Border Service” are using a technique 
they call “the Gospel of attraction” 
which they think brings more lasting 
results than “the Gospel of street-cor- 
ner preaching.” We shall watch the 
results with interest. Certainly Paul 
did not look down on street preaching, 
and the Salvation Army heroes of the 
early days occasioned “bizarre street 
scenes” enough, with notable results. In 
a community dominated by a large 
lamasery in northwestern Szechwan 
these Chinese Service missionaries 
have, for four years, lived lives of quiet 
service, caring for the sick, helping 
farmers fight crop and animal pests, 
teaching the illiterate, and intervening 
for the oppressed. As a consequence 
the chief Jama has actually asked these 
missionaries to open a vocational school 
for lamas in the lamasery. 

This is. what the Moravians at Leh, 
on the edge of Tibet, notably Wilhelm 
Heide, have done for many years, but 
it has been closely associated with Gos- 
pel preaching. The independent Lolo 
tribes, among whom these new mission- 
ers are working, number some three 
millions. ae 

Of a China Inland leprosarium Miss 
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Leister. writes: “We have seen glorious 
cases of salvation from among the Ti- 
betans in the home. Young Tibetan 
leper priests, saved for eternity, return 
home on leave once every threé years 
to witness for God with Bible portions 
and tracts. Mohammedans from that 
great Mecca of China, the Hochow dis- 
trict of Shansi, are won for Christ de- 
spite all the opposition of the ahung — 
a miracle indeed! Aboriginal lepers, 
speaking neither Chinese nor Tibetan, 
and living back in the distant hills on 
the Tibet border, are gloriously saved, 
and return with the precious seed. By 
far the great majority of our lepets 
give evidence of having been born 
again.” . 

A weightier report than that of the 
vocational school. Trained hands are 
good; regenerate hearts far better. 


Brief Notes 


At the Third Annual Convention of 
the National Association of Evangelicals, 
fifty youth leaders met to plan for a 
postwar organization that is intended 
to bind together evangelical youth 
around the world. Among those lead- 
ing are Torrey M. Johnson; Stacey 
Woods of the Intervarsity Christian Fel- 
lowship; Miss Dora Reed, chaitman of 
the Christian High School Teachers’ Fel- 
lowship; Mr. Rayburn of the Young Life 
Campaign, Texas; Mr. Huffman, director 
of New England Youth for Christ, and 
others. 


The Mexican Indian Mission, founded 
by Dr. Dale thirteen years ago, has now 
twenty-four native evangelists going 
from village to village, who have estab- 
lished 12C Gospel preaching places. Five 
thousand have already accepted Christ. 


In Argentina, the Virgin was made 
general in the army with appropriate 
salary. In India, when the British 
“tyrants” refused to sanction rations for 
the Hindu gods and to open shops for 
them, “the public mind was greatly pet- 
turbed,” according to the Hindu press. 
In Spain, General Queipo de Llano, 
mouthpiece of Franco, has said, “With 
the blood and the flesh of the Republi- 
cans [of Spain] as mortar, we will re- 
build the Roman Catholic Church.”

Glimpses of the French and Flemish work of the Belgien Gospel Mission 


Letters from HARRY J. JAEGER 


Last spring Mr. Jaeger was elected as a trustee of the Belgian Gospel 
Mission. It was therefore with keen interest that he visited more than 
fifteen stations of the Mission, under the guidance of John C. Winston, 
co-director, during a week’s stay in Belgium. He also saw some of 
Belgium’s famous art treasures, ancient towns of historic interest, and 
had a drive through the picturesque Ardennes, including a visit to 
Bastogne. Arriving in Brussels on July 4th, he attended, with the Win- 
ston family, a reception given at the American Embassy for all 
Americans. As it is possible to give only extracts of Mr. Jaeger’s inter- 
esting diary account of his travels, the following, beginning on Sun- 
day, July 7, have been chosen as being descriptive of typical meetings 
of the Mission. 


HORTLY before ten Mr. and Mrs. 

Winston, their sons Charles and Joe, 
and I are on our way to church at 
the Mission headquarters, where a very 
nicely equipped auditorium is set aside 
for worship and where the French 
congregation has been meeting for 
years. Mr. Vansteenberghe has been its 
preacher during the war, and in his 
absence Pastor WaAlti is in the pulpit 
this morning. Mr. Winston and I go up 
into the gallery, which is soon filled 
with worshipers, where we think we 
will be less troublesome to the others, 
as he translates for me the message of 
the morning. Pastor Wa4lti uses for the 
basis é6f his remarks the story of the 
first family in the fourth of Genesis, 
-and develops it splendidly, bringing out 
the difference in the worship of. the 
brothers, Cain and Abel, and the sub- 
sequent results of Cain’s failure to wor- 
ship God in a manner acceptable to 
Him. The fact that practically all of 
the great evils besetting mankind can 
be traced to the origin of false religion 


was developed, and a setting forth of the ° 


great need of a careful adherence to 
the Scripturally directed way of wor- 
ship in our present day, with its family 
wership well established in the home, 
the approach to God through the Lord 
Jesus Christ 6n the basis of His shed 
blood, and the like, prepared the hearts 
of the people assembled for the Com- 
munion Service which followed. The 
spirit of prayer was manifest among 
the people as a dozen or more prayed, 
one after the other without interruption, 
- prior to the breaking of bread. As I 
listened to these sincere utterances in 
. a tongue that I did not understand, my 
heart was warmed as I realized that our 
God is one who is not hampered by 
the barrier of language, but knows and 
understands all tongues; and, as all over 
the world this morning prayers are as- 
cending in thousands of languages and 
dialects, many of which I had encoun- 
tered in my African sojourn, He knows, 
hears, and gives answer to those that 
are uttered in sincerity and truth, and 


through His beloved Son. The par- 
taking of the bread and the cup, which 
is always such a blessed and precious 
ceremony, closed the morning’s service. 

I met many of the friends of the Mis- 
sion and spent some time chatting with 
Mrs. Vansteenberghe and her son Henry. 
I found her tolerably well, but Henry, 
who was obliged to have one of his legs 
amputated below the knee, must look 
forward to a further operation in a few 
weeks. He is cheerful and trusting in 
the Lord for whatever lies ahead for 
him, and gives evidence of great Chris- 
tian fortitude and quietness. Your 
prayers for this family who have been 
tested greatly during these past years 
should be continued and intensified. 

Shortly after dinner Mr. Winston and 
I started our auto trip northwestward 
for Ghent and Bruges, where the Mis- 
sion has stations. Along the way we passed 
through some very historical territory, 
where ancient towns present to us pic- 
turesque and interesting sights. Canals 
are in abundance in this land as they 
are in Holland, and much of the nation’s 
freight is moved along them.’ Hundreds 
and perhaps thousands of barges ply 
their way constantly through the canals 
that run in all directions through Bel- 
gium, some driven by their own power, 
others pulled by tractorlike cars that 
make their way along narrow roads on 
the canal shore, some by horse power. 
Little cabins provide quarters for work- 
men and owners on these barges, and 
Mr. Winston feels a burden for evange- 
lizing these people. 

As we drove along we discussed the 
work of the Mission and its present 
needs. Here is one of them: a strong 
young man who wishes to be used of 
the Lord in the presentation of the 
Gospel in a pioneering*way to a unique 
field is needed here—one who would 
be willing te learn the language of these 
people, which is Flemish, and perhaps 
who would do his itinerant work on a 
bicyele, which seems to me to be the 
best and easiest way. An auto would 
be better, of course, but gas is still 
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being rationed, and is very costly. The 
colportage work presents a field that is 
indeed interesting and full of adven- 
ture for the Lord. Any who feel the 
call to this work should communicate 
with Mr. John C. Winston, Mission Evan- 
gélique Belge, 7 Rue du Moniteur, Brus- 
sels, Belgium. i 


A French congregation is established 
at Brussels, as well as a Flemish con- 
gregation. Both of these have a sub- _ 
stantial influence in the vicinity, and 
are well attended. Miss Hoyt and Miss 
Sommers conduct a Bible study class 
in German once a week, which is at- 
tended by about twenty people. Out- 
door work is regularly carried on by 
the Mission on one of the busy plazas 
of the city. Colporteurs distribute lit- 
erature almost constantly. The Mission 
at the present time has a total of fifty- 
seven full-time and four part-time 
workers. This does not include the 
wives of the pastors and colporteurs 
throughout the field. Nineteen students 
are in the Bible School, and with the 
war over the outlook is good for an 
increase in the school and a need for 
expansion in the field work is essential. 
The office of the directors is very much 
overworked, and a very important need 
at this time is an assistant to the director. 
A young man is wanted between the ages 


of twenty-five and thirty-five, with a — 


distinctive missionary call, but one who 
would be willing to engage in the de- 
tails of administration work. One hav- 
ing a knowledge of the French language 
is decidedly preferred in order that 
immediate participation in the work 
might be possible—one who has al- 
ready had some business experience and 
upon whose heart the Lord has laid the 
burden for full-time service. He would 
also have opportunity to.do some preach- 
ing in and outdoors, but the main and 
essential task would be the handling of 
the multitude of detail thet attends a 
work whose scope is as large and wide- 
spread as this one. Should the Lord’s 
man be just waiting for this call, let 
him communicate with Mr. Winston at 
the above address. 


Some may not look upon Europe as 
a missionary field, but it is only be- 
cause they are not aware of the con- 
ditions here. This is a land in which 
Roman Catholicism is deeply en- 
trenched. But it has made rank atheists 


‘ out of thousands and has prepared the 


hearts of many others to be receptive 
to the Gospel. There is a distinct scar- 
city of real evangelism among the few 
Protestant works established here and 
there, and thus a challenging field of 
labor, not easy by any means, is spread 
before those who are called and quali- 
fied. 


Further distinctive needs of the Mis- 
sion at this time may be summed up as 
follows:

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


MPURITY has ever been one of the 
I outstanding sins to which our fallen 

human nature is prone. God has, 
in His Word, warned us against the in- 
iquitous character of this breach of 
morals and the terrible consequences 
that follow in its wake. Yet, under the 
power of unholy passion, people forget 
all these warnings and recklessly jeop- 
ardize all their future happiness for a 
few moments of illicit pleasure. 


Sternly God spoke in the Law for- 
bidding adultery. Throughout the Old 
Testament this scarlet sin is held up to 
execration. Jesus declared that for a 
man to look upon a woman with im- 
pure thoughts was to commit adultery 
in his heart. Sin always begins there. 
It is out of the heart that all evil things 
come, as our Lord tells us. When one 
is born again, he receives a new life 
and nature and the Holy Spirit of God 
comes to take up His abode in the new 
man.

There are certain things that tend to 
increase the power of fleshly lusts. One, 
and perhaps the worst of these, is the 
use of alcoholic beverages. A recent 
issue of a Chicago paper published the 
statement that fifty-five per cent of the 
divorces granted in recent years are the 
result of alcoholism on the part of éither 
husband or wife. Scripture corroborates 
this in Proverbs 23:13-33. Note how im- 
morality and the drink habit are linked 
together in this passage. The path of 
safety, therefore, is the road of self- 
control. Lurid motion pictures are a 
great contributing cause to impurity. 
In these a veil of attractiveness is 
thrown about sin, so as to quiet the con-

The Historical Setting 


Nearly 1,500 years before Christ, Moses 
received the Law of the Ten Command- 
ments by divine revelation at Sinai. 
The Book of Proverbs was written by 
Solomon some five hundred years later. 
Matthew’s Gospel and Paul’s Letter to 
the Philippians were in circulation by 
the third quarter of the first Christian 
century. 


Verse by Verse , 


Exodus 20:14—“Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery.” This Commandment for- 
bids every form of sex perversion, and 
was designed by God to emphasize the 
holiness of the marriage relationship 
and to protect the home. No matter how 
godless men may seek to cast a glamour 
about unlawful love affairs, God’s Word 
condemns them unsparingly. 


Prov. 4:14—“Go not in the way of 
evil.” We need not expect to be pre- 
served from falling: into sin if we de- 
liberately enter into the path of the 
wicked and go in the way of iniquity. 
We are to flee from temptations (1 Tim. 
6:11; 2 Tim. 2:22). To dilly-dally with 
sin is the sure way to be overcome of 
evil. Our Lord taught His disciples to 
pray, “Lead us not into temptation” 
(Luke 11:4). No one who prays thus 
can afford to go into the path of the 
wicked. 

Verse 15.—“Avoid it.” Four different 
exhortations are found in this one verse, 
all meaning the same thing. They form 
a consistent warning to give all sin a 
wide berth. - Only thus can we be as- 
sured of a life of victory. 


Verse 16.—“Unless they cause some ‘to 
fall.” The wicked find a cruel delight 
in misleading others. They plot against 
the comparatively innocent, and would 
turn the righteous away from their in- 


tegrity if they could.

Verse 17.—“The bread of wickedness 
... the wine of violence.” Sin and cor- 
ruption are the very meat and drink of 
the godless, who roll iniquity as a sweet 
morsel under the tongue (Job 20:12) and 
rejoice in causing others to stumble. 


Verse 18.—“The path of the just.” This 
is in direct contrast to the path of the 
wicked. It becomes brighter and clearer 
every day as. one walks in obedience to 
wisdom’s voice. 


Verse 19—“They know not at what 
they stumble.” Wickedness persisted in 
results in blindness of heart and harden- 
ing of conscience, so that one loses all 
sense of direction morally or spiritually 
and is lost in darkness (Jer. 13:16). 


Verse 20.—“Incline thine ear unto my 
sayings.” There must be on our part a 
willingness to hear and obey wisdom’s 
voice, or we shall not profit by the les- 
sons given so freely, which are designed 
to guide us through this world to the 
glory of God. 


Verse 21—“Keep them in the midst 
of thine heart.” It is only as the Word 
is hidden in the heart that we are pre- 
served from sin (Psa. 119:11). 


Verse 22.—“Life unto those that find 
them.” The way of wisdom is the path 
of life and health for body and soul. 
Those who refuse to hearken love death 
(Prov. 8:36). 


Verse 23—“Thy heart ... out of it 
are the issues of life.” We are told 
elsewhere that as a man thinketh in his 
heart, so is he (Prov. 23:7). 


Matt. 5:8—“The pure in heart . ... 
shall see God.” Impurity blinds men to 
the glory of God. Forgetful of His 
power and His righteous claims, they 
plunge onward and downward in the 
filth of their sins. The pure in heart 


are those who turn to God in repentance 
and cleanse themselves “from all filthi- 
ness of the flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness in the fear. of. God” .(2_Cor. 7:_ 
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1). These behold His face by faith and 


find. that in His “presence is fulness of 
joy” (Psa. 16:11). 

Phil. 4:8.—‘Whatsoever things are . 
pure, ... think on these things.” It is 
as we set our minds on things that are 
holy and clean that our lives correspond 
with our thoughts. To dwell on impur- 
ity tends to an unclean life, as it rouses 
the baser passions, thus setting in motion 
hidden tendencies to evil, which soon 
result in outward transgression. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Purity of heart and life should char- 
acterize all who confess Christ as Sav- 
iour and Lord. While the believer is 
not under Law, but under grace, never- 
theless, the righteousness of the Law will 
be fulfilled in him as he walks, not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. As we 
thus yield ourselves to His control, 
we shall be preserved from fleshly lusts 
that war against the soul. Impurity and 
intemperance are twin sins, which 
Satan has used to destroy untold multi- 
tudes. From these all are kept who 
set their minds on things above and 
put off the old man with his deeds,

(1 Cor. 15:33). 

The path of safety is not to walk as 
close to the world as possible without 
becoming ensnared, but to keep as far 
from evil as one can, lest he become 
defiled. 

The way of the wicked becomes darker 
and darker as the end of a godless life 
approaches, but the path of the rights 
eous becomes brighter and brighter as 
one nears the heavenly city. 

Steadfastness of purpose in seeking 
to please God, and a positive refusal to 
trifle with sin, will insure the divine 
approval, after one has received Christ 
and trusted Him as Saviour. 

It is useless to cry to God for victory 
over sinful habits if one keeps company 
with the wicked or indulges in reading 
or other things that are~ calculated to 
inflame the mind with unholy sugges- 
tions. 

The four greatest causes of impurity 
in our country are the movies, with 
their salacious pictures; vile, unclean 
literature pouring from our presses; the 
dance hall with its immodest associa- 


tions; and the taverns, now frequented 


by women as well as men.

The Busy Men's Corner 
By Tom M. Olson 


“Enter not into the path of the wicked, 
and go not in the way of evil men” 
(Prov. 4:14).—A seventeen-year-old lad, 
who had been reared in a godly home, 
left to accept a position in the big city. 
His mother’s frequent letters rang the 
changes on this verse. 

But within two years he had been 
led by his associates into the evils of 
drink, gambling, and immorality. He 
contracted a disease which kept him from 
his work sufficiently long to cause him 
to lose his position. 

He had spent his earnings in gay liv- 
ing. His physical condition became so 
serious that he returned home, as he 
thought, to die. 

His mental condition was desperate. 
He feared he had sinned away his. day 
of grace. When assured that even the 
chief of sinners can obtain mercy 
through repentance and faith, he said: 
“But I hear a voice from the celestial 
Glory saying: ‘Because I have called, 
and ye refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and no man regarded; .. . I also 
will laugh at your calamity; I will mock 
when your fear cometh; when your fear 
cometh as desolation, dnd your destruc- 
tion cometh as a whirlwind; when dis- 
tress and anguish cometh upon you. 
Then shall they call upon me, but I will 
not answer; they shall eeek me early, 
but they shall not find me’” (Prov. 1: 
24-28). 

It was almost impossible to speak to 
him of the power of the precious blood’ 
of Christ to cleanse from all sin, as he 
sank lower and lower, because of the 
violent fever which seemed to defy all 
the skill of the physician. 

He chided himself for having, as he 
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said, turned “the grace of our God into 
lasciviousness” (Jude 4). 

He fully expected to die and others 
expected him to; and the remarkable 
thing about it was he never charged 
Cod foolishly. He took the blame to 
himself and even cried, “Oh, Thou holy, 
Thou righteous God, Thou art clear 
when Thou judgest, and just when Thou 
condemnest !” 

He requested that another pillow be 
placed under his head; and turning on 
his left side, laid himself down to ex- 
pire. In about fifteen minutes, his nurse, 
who was standing by his side, gently 
whispered, “I think he is gone.” But 
on feeling his pulse, soon ascertained 
that he had fallen into a profound sleep. 

He slept for several hours during 
which time the fever left him; and when 
he awoke, he said, “The bitterness of 
death is past.” The Lord had heard and 
answered the prayers of his loved ones 
and spared his life. 

His recovery was as rapid as his re- 
lapse had been dangerous; and he was 
soon able to leave his room. 

As he mused over what he had just 
passed through, he laid his hand on a 
hymnbook and, opening it at random, 
read with special interest: 


These eyes, that once abused their sight, 
Now lift to Thee their wat’ry light, 
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And weep a silent flood; 
These hands ascend in ceaseless prayer — 
O wash away the stains they wear, 

In pure redeeming blood. 


Hope began to dawn! As soon as he 
was able he accompanied his mother to 
a service in which the Word of God was 
faithfully preached.and the Spirit of God 
blessed the Word to his salvation. 

He returned to his position, and when 
his workmates sought again to seduce 
him, he said: “You won me over to 
your ways, and what have they done 
for me? They impaired my health; they 
tore up the foundation of a good con- 
stitution; they plunged me into despair; 
I lived a skeptic, but I found that I 
could not die one. I am now restored 
to health, to truth, to happiness, and 
it is my inflexible determination to con- 
secrate myself to the honor of my Re- 
deemer.” 

The Lord enabled him to maintain a 
godly testimony in their midst and in 
the presence of others with whom he 
came in contact. 


“Avoid it, pass not by it, turn from 
it, and-pass away” (Prov. 4:15).—How 
pleased a housekeeper is to find a recipe 
for that which she wishes to bake!

in our hearts, but the grace of God can 
counteract this, cleansing and lifting our 
hearts, just as a man’s hand holds up a 
book, overcoming the force of gravity. 
The verses of our lesson today are 
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closely tied together, beginning with 
God’s Command in Exodus, then the pre- 
cepts of Solomon, the beatitude in Mat- 
thew, and Paul’s sixfold exhortation to 
pure and wholesome thinking.

Topic and Scripture: 
Clean Thoughts and Clean Words 
(Gen, 1:27; Prov. 20:11; Matt. 5:8; 1 Tim. 5:220; 
: 1 Cor. 3:16) 


HAT a lesson this is for all of us! 

We all look at a ragged, dirty per- 
son with dislike, and we are pleased 
with the looks of one who is clean and 
neat. But we cannot see the hearts of 
people. (For our picture today —a clean 
heart.) Sometimes one cannot help be- 
ing ragged and dirty. Just think of the 
millions in Europe who have no homes, 
wandering around, half starved, in rags 
and dirt. Yet many of them were peo- 
ple of wealth and had beautiful homes 
and clothing. Some of them are Chris- 
tians who have gone through terrible 
trials, and they look beautiful to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, because He sees their 
clean hearts. 

And some of the most beautiful pteo- 
ple in the world have hearts so filthy 
and wicked that one can hardly believe 
anybody could be so bad. There is an 
old fairy tale about a beautiful woman 
with a wicked heart that had her wicked 
words turned into frogs, so whenever 
she spoke hateful, unkind words, frogs 
poured out of her mouth. If that really 
happened, the beautiful palaces of some 
people would soon be full of frogs. 

But if your heart is right, you will 
not speak the wrong words, for as you 
think in your heart, so will you be. 
If you think about pure, lovely, beauti- 
ful things, you will speak of those things. 
Best of all, if you think about the Lord 
Jesus and His Word, then your words 
will be of Him. 

If you meet a man who tells you Bible 
stories, you know he has been reading 
his Bible. If I hear a little boy or girl 
singing “Jesus Loves Me” and “Running 
Over,” I know he or she goes to Sun- 
day school and loves the Lord Jesus. 

One time there was a beautiful little 
stream. We walked beside it as it 
bubbled over the rocks and through 
deep, still places, and it was so clear we 
could see the pebbles on the bottom. 
But one day as we came to the stream, 
we exclaimed, “What in the world has 
happened to our stream?” It was muddy, 
a dirty yellow. You couldn’t see through 
it to the bottom at all. So we started 
upstream to find out what was the mat- 
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ter, because we knew the trouble must 
be upstream. We soon found out where 
the mud came from. A large herd of 
cattle had tramped through the stream, 
breaking down the bank and getting 
a lot of mud into it. 

But we went to the spring where the 
stream began, and the water was clean 
and pure, so we didn’t worry about our 
stream any more, because we knew it 
would soon wash the mud away and be 
as pure as ever; and sure enough, the 
next day it was clear and shining again. 

That’s just what-will happen in our 
lives if we let the Lord Jesus Christ 
come into our hearts and keep them 
clean and pure, for that is the spring 
where our words and actions begin. 
Sometimes some outside things may get 
us muddied up a little, but as long as 
our hearts are right, the One who is 
the Source of our Christian life can 
clear things up right away if we take 
our sins to Him. 

There is a wonderful promise to the 
pure in heart. Do you know it? (Matt. 
5:8.) 

If your heart is pure, and only Christ 
can make and keep it pure, your words 
and your deeds will also be pure; and 
now, while you are in the Primary De- 
partment, is the time to let the Lord 
take charge of your heart and keep it 
pure forever.

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith's Boys’ Class 


AY, fellows, “Cleanliness is next to 

godliness” is often misquoted as from 
the Bible. The word “cleanliness” does 
not appear anywhere in the Bible text. 
The quotation is said to be from a ser- 
mon by the great preacher, John Wes- 
ley. But the Bible has a great deal to 
say about cleanliness. You will find the 
words “clean,” “cleanse,” “cleanness,” 
“pure,” “purify,” “purge,” repeated hun- 
dreds of times in the Bible. The Holy 
Spirit in preparing the Bible for us has 
put tremendous emphasis on cleanliness. 
Not only that, but God has written it 
into all nature as a vital principle of 
life and fruitfulnmess. Every farmer 
knows that he must keep his growing 
plants clean; that is, free of grass and 
weeds. A planted crop grown up with 
choking weeds and grass is a sorry sight. 
It has little if any prospect of a yield. 
Farmers call it a dirty field. 

But the main concern for cleanliness 
in Scripture is for a clean inner man. 
“Create in me a clean heart, O God; 
and renew a right spirit within me,” 
cried David (Psa. 51:10) when he re- 
alized that his uncleanness had led him 
to break at least three of the Ten Com- 
mandments. “Keep thy heart with all 
diligence; for out of it are the issues of 
life” (Prov. 4:23). “Blessed are the pure 
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in heart: for they shall see God” (Matt. 
5:8). 

God ean mightily use a clean boy — 
a clean man. The Devil would like to 
(and will, if you permit it) sow tares 
in your crop and destroy. the yield 
which your Master has a right to expect 
—and looks for. The Devil uses all five 
of the senses as gateways through which 
to sow the tares of impurity: sight, 
hearing, taste, touch, and smell. And 
there is what we might call a sixth 
sense: the imagination. 

The Devil is expert in the use’ of all 
these to make a fellow unclean —in- 
side. And the tragic thing is that he 
does it with a fellow’s consent. It is 
as though the Devil drives up to your 
gate and calls out, “See what I have 
brought you: a load of rose plants to 
set out in your garden.” You open the 
gate and let him drive in. True, there 
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are a few roses on top of the load, but 
for the most part it is a load of wire 
grass to spread in the sweet corn just 
sprouting through the top of the pre- 
pared ground. You had been warned 
about the Devil; you did not need to 
open the gate; you could have put up 
some more bars. You do not have to 
look at a dirty picture; but you do. The 
Devil says, “Open your eyes to this, 
and get a pleasant sensation.” Through 
that gate he comes and plants the seeds 
of filth in the imagination and that 
makes a dirty crop of thought. 


The fruit of thinking is action; and 
the action produced by unclean thinking 
is bad—very bad. Then mortification 
sets in. The gate should have been kept 
closed. The way to close (or keep 
closed) an eye gate is to turn the eye 
in another direction. We must keep our 
eyes open for the necessary and helpful 
things; thus we cannot always close 
down the lids, but we can change the 
focus — we can train the vision on some 
other object. That provides escape; that 
closes the gate through which the Devil 
would drive his wagon load of wire 
grass. So it is with the other senses 
which the Devil uses as gateways to 
the imagination. 


Simply, in the power of Christ (which is 
clearly promised —see Phil. 4:13), stand 
fast and tell the Devil you are not let- 
ting him in. You open the gate for 
another Guest (see Rev. 3:20) who will 
enable you to keep clean. “For though 
we walk in the flesh, we do not war after 
the flesh: (for the weapons of our war- 
fare are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of strong 
holds;) casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought to 
the obedience of Christ” (2 Cor. 10:3-5).

Topic and Scripture: 
Living at Our Best 


(Prov. 6:20-23; Luke 2:52; Phil. 4:8) 


OU’VE heard stories about knights 

in the days of old, who used to do 
brave deeds and help people in trouble. 
Then at one time there came stories 
that the Holy Grail could be seen. The 
Holy Grail was a shining cup which the 
stories said had been used by the Lord 
Jesus at the Last Supper, and had dis- 
appeared from earth because of men’s 
sins. The knights all wanted to see the 
Holy Grail, and traveled to many places, 
hoping for.a glimpse of the Holy Cup. 
Only a few were successful, those whose 
lives were pure and most free from sin. 
Galahad was the youngest of the 
knights. He saw the Grail plainly, when 
the others only heard. the. thunder and 
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saw the light and glory as the Cup 
passed, covered, through the great hall. 
He heard a.call to follow, and he fol- 
lowed, ever knowing the presence of the 
Holy Grail with him. Strong he was, 
stronger even than the most mighty 
knights. Why? According to the old 
stories, he was as strong as’ ten men 
because his heart was pure. But Perci- 
vale, who was considered the next purest 
knight said: 

“Then every evil word I had spoken once, 

And every evil thought I had thought’ of 

old, 
And every evil deed I ever did, 


Awoke and cried, ‘This Quest is not for 
thee.’ ” 


—Tennyson. 
But in the end, after much sorrow, he 
saw the glory of the Grail. Lancelot, 
the’ greatest knight in the court, lost 
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his strength and could not see the Grail 
because of one sin that made all his life 
impure. He fought to root that sin out, 
and at last he thought he glimpsed the 
Grail in its glory, though covered with 
a crimson cloth. . 

These are only stories, but seeing the 
Holy Grail seems much like seeing 
Christ. “Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they shall see God” (Matt. 5:8). 
You remember in last Sunday’s lesson 
that sins in the heart, like hate and bit- 
terness, are as bad in God’s sight as 
murder, and cut one off from God. As 
Galahad always knew the Grail was 
with him, the Christian wants to know 
that Christ is always with him, and only 
when the heart is pure can Christ be 
seen. 

Three of the Ten Commandments are 
about pure hearts in our homes. What 
makes impure hearts between brothers 
and sisters? We talked about that last 
Sunday. (Hate, the Sixth Command- 
ment.) What makes impure hearts be- 
tween children and their parents? (Dis- 
obedience, the Fifth Commandment.) 
The Seventh Commandment ‘is about 
pure hearts between father and mother, 
to be loyal, loving, and faithful to one 
another always. Who will copy Exodus 
20:14 on the figure seven? 

If we learn to keep the Fifth Com- 
mandmerft now and are loyal to our 
homes, we shall keep the Seventh Com- 
mandment and be loyal to our homes 
when we are grown up. Wise Solo- 
mon says that a boy or girl will be safe 
who obeys father and mother at all 
times (Prov. 6:20-23). I am sure we 
want to keep growing “good” even as 
we read that the Lord Jesus grew (Luke 
2:52). We must let good thoughts and 
not bad thoughts grow in our hearts if 
we want to do good deeds. For bad 
thoughts surely lead to bad deeds if we 
let them stay and grow. “Whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely,. whatsoever things are of good 
report; ... think on these things” (Phil. 
4:8, Memory Verse). 

“Give me clean hands, clean words, 
and clean thoughts. Help me to stand 
for the hard right against the easy 
wrong. Save me from habits that 
harm.”

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My Class of Girls 
By Beatrice E. Borchardt 


“From WITHIN ... SHALL FLow RIVERS” 
(John 7:38, R.V.) 


HE results of a life depend more 

upon the “within” than the “with- 
out” ‘Prov. 4:23; Jer. 17:9; Luke 6:45; 
Jas. 4:4-8). 

Make two charts with a heart on each, 
with arrows pointing both into and out 
of the hearts. In the one write: imag- 
ination, understanding, will, thought, 
feeling. Place this upon a map of the 
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world. In the other write “Christ” in 
the center, with the same words around 
it. Place this heart on a picture of a 
Bible. The surroundings of~a person 
do “affect the personality and ultimate 
value of a life. The quality of a life 
depends upon what ~the growing per- 
sonality does with influences from with- 
out, while the workings of the inner 
being determine whether the outward 
conduct will be adulterated or pure. 

How does conduct start? Notice how 
a baby is influenced by physical condi- 
tions, heat, cold, hunger, fear of falling, 
and similar problems. People influ- 
ence it by tone of voice, household har- 
mony, nervousness, impatience, kindness, 
or affection. From this material, plus 
certain inherent qualities, the inner 
nature emerges. The little one begins 
to imagine, think, show emotion, desire 
things, and partially understand. Child- 
hood conduct is the natural result of 
childhood reasonings and desires based 
upon heredity, environment, and train- 
ing. As a girl matures, conditions on 
the outside become a smaller factor 
while the workings of her mind and 
heart become more powerful in deter- 
mining what she will do. Her career, 
character, and conduct are largely what 
she wants them to be (Josh. 24:15a). 

In this lesson we contrast open adul- 
tery with inner purity. What causes the 
difference? The people of Jesus’ day 
thought of adultery as outward immor- 
ality, while He declared that Command- 
ment Seven is broken first by immorality 
of the heart (Matt. 5:27-30). Conse- 
quently anything a girl does of her own 
accord starts in the heart. Companions 
may sway her thought; unwholesome 
surroundings may affect her desires, but 
the very fact that a choice is made in- 
dicates that the seed of that choice grew 
up in a fertile little bed in her heart. 
The girl may try to defend herself even 
to her own conscience, as for instance, 
one who said, “I don’t want to smoke 
I really don’t like to, but I started be- 
cause my companions were doing it, 
and now I can’t seem ‘to stop.” 

This girl’s heart represents one that 
is net living for Christ. Her actions are 
adulterated because the feelings and de- 
sires within are not pure. What changes 
are needed before this girl’s heart can 
become pure? She must accept the Lord 
Jesus Christ as her personal Saviour, 
and let His cleansing, purifying life fill 
her mind and heart: 


Thoughts (Prov. 12: 5a) 

Will (John 4:34) 

Imagination (2 Cor. 10:5) 

\Desire (Psa. 37:4) 

Understanding (1 John 5:20) 
She must base her conduct upon the 
commandments of the Word of God. She 
must “let them not depart from” her 
eyes, for when His Word fills the vision, 
she will not want to waste sight upon 
evil things. She must “incline” her ear 
unto God’s sayings. She must have them 
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in mind, ready to use in any emergency. 
Arrows of influence will continue to 
enter from without, but they will be in- 
terpreted in the light of the Word. Ar- 
rows of influence will still flow forth 
from her life, but on their way they 
will pass the test of the Scriptures, 
which do not flow into a void (Psa. 12: 
6, 7). Although temptations and evil 
companions surround the girl who is a 
Christian, she need not be defeated, for 
from within her “rivers of living water 
shall flow” (John 7:37, 38, Weymouth). 
Such a life will not be stagnant and 
adulterated, but clean and’ pure (Isa. 1: 
16-18).

When 
faith is operative in love, we are saved 
from turning religion into ceremonialism, 
into a cold, barren orthodoxy. Then 
worship, prayer, and Christian service 
take on a new meaning, and souls long- 
ing for salvation, for love, joy, and 
peace will begin to find their way into 
our sanctuaries and to trust, love, and 
serve the Saviour.

A missionary evangelist who is cap- 
able of preaching the Gospel to the Bel- 
gian people in rented halls, tents, in 
the open air, on public squares and mar- 
ket places, and in fact wherever an 
opening can be found. 

Bible colporteurs, qualified for per- 
sonal evangelism, who will go from door 
to door presenting the Scriptures and 
Gospel literature to all who will listen. 

A Christian literature editor and pub- 
lisher, capable of sensing the spiritual 
needs and character of the Belgian peo- 
ple so as to be able to present to them 
the Gospel in printed form with all the 
variety to which the printed Word lends 
itself. 

Missionary pastor evangelists to take 
charge of established mission halls and 
centers. 

A teacher for the Bible School with 
such administrative abilities as to be 
well qualified to be an understudy to the 
School Director, Dr. Miner Stearns. 


All of the above positions can best be 
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filled by men, but there are needs for 
women also, as follows: 


Child evangelists working among chil- 
dren. 

Missionary nurse and home visitors 
working in a similar way to the Bible 
colporteurs as door-to-door evangelists. 


Needless to say, an essential for any 
of these posts is a fluent knowledge of 
either one or both of the two languages, 
French and Flemish, which are spoken 
in this country. This does not mean 
that one must already be able to speak 
these languages, but he must be a person 
who is capable of acquiring a language. 
Any who may feel led to apply for 
work in any of the above positions 
should communicate with Mr. John C. 
Winston at the address already given. 


At Bruges we go through the center 
of this city of bridges and canals called 
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the “Venice of the North” without stop- 
ping because we wish to get to the Bel- 
gian Gospel Mission church by the 
opening of the evening service. We 
arrive and enter just as they begin 
singing, and we are soon seated on the 
platform. I am introduced to the. con- 
gregation, which numbers about 125, and 
say a few words of greeting, and then 
a former pastor, an American citizen 
of Dutch origin over here on a visit, 
preaches. He is using as a basis for 
his message Dr. Wilbur Smith’s inter- 
esting little booklet on the atomic bomb,! 
and he urges the people to be vigilant 
and ready for the coming of the Lord. 
Four of the congregation raise their 
hands at the conclusion of the service.

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regretting exceedingly my. inability to 
converse with them in Flemish —we go 
upstairs to the home of the pastor, Mr.

Three sweet 
little children brighten the home here, 
and they have learned many American 
tricks, having had contact with many of 
our soldiers during the occupation. The 
former pastor from the States, Mr. Wal- 
ter Teeuwissen, is also present, as is 
Mr. Van Wijck, on vacation from his 
Belgian Gospel Mission work at Tongres 
and Borgloon, and one of the elders of 
the Bruges church. The Van Doornes 
are graduates of the Mission school — 
or at least he is, and he and his wife 
seem to be very capable and are very 
pleasant. They have been here all dur- 
ing the Nazi invasion and have many 
tales to tell of hardship and danger.

July 8 
In the afternoon Mr. Winston and I 
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started out for Antwerp. A very few 
miles out from Brussels we stopped at 
the small and ancient town of Vilvorde 
situated on the Senne. This town is the 
scene of the martyrdom of William Tyn- 
dale, the great English reformer and 
translator of the Bible. Compelled to 
leave England in 1524, he fled to 
Cologne, then to Worms, where he s&c- 
ceeded in publishing the Bible for the 
public. He saw further activity in Ant- 
werp, but was finally arrested and sent 
to Vilvorde, where he was tried and 
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condemned as a heretic. On October 
6, 1536, he was chained to a stake, stran- 
gled, and burned to ashes. It is inter- 
esting to recall his last words, “Lord, 
open the King of England’s eyes.” This 
prayer was answered a year later when 
the King issued a royal command that 
the Bible be published throughout: Eng- 
land, and be placed in every church 
for the use of the people. A monument 
is erected close to the spot of his mar- 
tyrdom in his memory. i

The Code of Hammurabi and Chastity 


N THE Seventh Commandment, God 

clearly set forth the law enjoining 
chastity (Exod. 20:14). Fallen man re- 
quires such regulations, as evidenced in 
the law codes of various ancient peo- 
ples. When the law code of Hammurabi 
was found in the archaeological excava- 
tions of de Morgan at Susa (in Persia), 
in 1901-1902,1 an examination of the code 
revealed specific laws relating to chas- 
tity and marriage. Law No. 129 pro- 
vided that if a wife of a man was found 
lying with another man, they should be 
bound and thrown into the water, and 
Law 130 provided that if a man forced 
the betrothed wife of another man, he 


should be put to death and the woman. 


should go free.2 These laws are some- 
what similar to the provisions given in 
Leviticus 20:10, which specify that if a 
man commits adultery with his neigh- 
bor’s wife, they should both be put to 
death; and in Leviticus 19:20 a penalty 
is provided for the violation of a be- 
trothed virgin. In some cases, the pro- 
visions in the Code of Hammurabi may 
have been connected’ with earlier oral 
revelations of God, and in other cases 
they probably arose from human neces- 
sity and experience. 


Keeping the Well 

HE injunction in Proverbs 4:23, 

“Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life,” may 
refer to the custom in Old Testament 
times of keeping, or guarding, the wells 
of water against marauding bands. Wells 
were often dug with great difficulty, by 
cutting through solid rock, and usually 
they were fairly deep, representing quite 
an investment in labor. Jacob’s well, 
which is still pointed out near Shechem, 
is about seventy-five feet deep and may 
have been much deeper in earlier 
times.3 Just as the value of wells made 
it necessary to guard them to protect 
their life-giving waters, so the human 
heart is to be guarded, for out of it 
proceed the issues of life. ;

The Willet’s Nest 
By Samuel Scoville, Jr. 


IRDS’-NESTING is one of the very 
best of spring sports, with all the 
thrill and adventure of treasure hunting. 
Wherefore, it happened that one misty, 
moisty May morning, Jack, the artist; 
Captain Jackie, just home from the war; 
and myself all left our work, piled into 
a car, and started for South Jersey. 

First, we crossed the Delaware Bridge. 
Second, we stopped and stared at the 
McManus House, built of field stone in 
1700, standing empty and forlorn at the 
edge of a deserted creek, where ships 
used to be launched. 

I once explored that mouldering ruin 
from turret to foundation stone and 
dreamed of restoring it, creek and all. 
My boss at home, however, had other 
ideas. She said I’d better restore the 
mouldering ruin in which I lived at 
Haverford before I took on any others, 
and began to talk at such length about 
painting and papering, that I hastened to 
change the subject and give up my 
dream. 

That morning, after many detours and 
backings and circlings, we at last 
reached Turkey Point, a vast tidal 
swamp, which stretched for miles, all 
covered with waving salt grass, bor- 
dered with wine-red Hungarian clover, 
and bespangled with daisies. 

Leaving our coats in the car and roll- 
ing up our trousers, we plunged into the 
marsh and scattered here and there, 
each one hoping to find the first nest. 
I found a round one made of dry grasses 
in a buttonball bush, owned by a pair 
of red-winged blackbirds, but, as it held 
no eggs as yet, it did not count. 

Backing out of a tangle of cat briar, 
I walked along a little ditch, when a 
black duck burst out at my feet from a 
grass nest, with five greenish eggs in it. 
A little farther on another duck lym- 
bered away from a big basin of a nest 
hidden in the green grass and ringed 
with soft down taken from her breast, 
and containing ten eggs. 

As I hurried back to report my find- 
ings, right in front of me a little spar- 
row slipped along the ground. After a 
long hunt I found her nest, made of the 
finest of grasses and cunningly hidden in 
the side of a little tussock. In it were 
four blue eggs heavily blotched with 
chocolate. 

I had hoped that it was the rather 
rare nest of the sharp-tailed sparrow, 
but through my field glasses I glimpsed 
the telltale black spot of a song sparrow 
on the breast of the mother bird. 

Later, as we hunted far and wide, we 
could see flying over the middle of the 
marsh large gray and white birds which 
showed flashing black and white wings 
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and white tails as they flew. When we 
heard their mournful whistled call, “pilly, 
willy, willet,” we identified them as wil- 
lets, those beautiful shore birds which 
are not supposed to breed north of Vir- 
ginia. 

It was Jack who proved that they 
did and who found the rarest nest of 
the day. He had been quartering back 
ahd forth through the driest part of the 
thatsh when out from a clump of meadow 
grass exploded a willet, and there was 
the long-sought nest with four extremely 
large eggs, greenish-gray in color, and 
heavily marked with sepia and chocolate. 

As we finished photographing the nest 
and the strange eggs, there came a far 
call from Jackie, who had been hunting 
in a distant part of the marsh. When 
we reached him, he showed us a clapper 
rail’s nest made of rushes and hidden 
among the reeds by the side of a slug- 
gish stream. In it were no less than 
sixteen buffy eggs spotted with umber 
and chocolate. 

The clapper is that large gray rail, 
the size of a small hen, which is heard 
far oftener than he is seen, and whose 
cac-cac-cac-cac is one of the most fre- 
quent birdcalls of the salt marshes. 

Near the rail’s nest we found a num- 
ber of the nests of the long-billed marsh 
wren, whose bubbling song we heard 
constantly among the reeds. That wren 
has a strange habit of building a num- 
ber of. dummy nests, Woven balls of 
marsh grass, with a round hole at the 
side for an entrance. None of them 
had any eggs in them, until at last 
Jackie found one containing two dusky, 
chocolate-colored eggs. 

Jackie also found one nest of the 
short-billed marsh wren, the second 
smhallest bird in Eastern America, only 
the ruby-throated humming bird being 
sthaller. This nest was empty and round 
like the long-billed wren’s nest, but 
sthaller and close to the ground, while 
the entrance hole was on top and not 
at the side. 

We heard his clattering little song 
once or twice, chip-chop, chip-chop, 
chip-r-r-r. 

The sun was setting like a huge red 
coal over that green marsh when we at 
last started for home, after a long and 
happy day with the birds.

The Safer Way.—Collier’s, quoting 
from “Alcohol Explored,” by Howard 
W. Haggard and E. M. Jellinek, states 
that there are 600,000 chronic alcoholics 
in the United States, and from 1,400,- 
000 to 1,800,000 who drink too much but 
are not alcoholics; that 40,000,000 Ameri- 
cans will take a drink, making six per 
cent of American drinkers, users to ex- 
cess; 94 per cent “sensible,” moderate 
users. It adds that, to relax taut nerves 
and to bring cheer, alcohol is “no more 
inherently dangerous than _ tobacco, 
candy, coffee, reading, or checkers.” 


This is expected comment in a maga- 
zine bearing liquor ads. But it does 
not tell of the countless more thousands 
of Americans to whom trouble and sor- 
row are brought by the 600,000 alco- 
holics, nor of the countless accidents and 
crimes that may be instigated among 
the 40,000,000 who occasionally take a 
drink. Alcohol always acts the same, 
in the alcoholic or moderate drinker: 
it narcotizes, numbs, releases the brakes 
of one’s inhibitions. Anything can hap- 
pen after that. The only safe way in 
this mechanized age is to keep clear- 
headed at all times. Omission of alco- 
holic beverages from one’s way of life 
is one way to accomplish this. 


Drink, a Handicap to Life.—‘“The only 
glory in life is to leave the world a 
better place for having been in it, and 
intoxicants will not help us to do that. 
Alcohol does not spare anyone —a Rob- 
bert Burns or a Coleridge —any more 
than a poor woman. A thousand times 
have I thanked God that I have kept 
clear of the drink handicap.”—Sir Wil- 
fred Grenfell, the Scottish Women’s 
Temperance News, June, 1945. 


Extract from a British Diary.—“July 
22, 1945.—We went to see the destroyer 
which has berthed at the quay. ... 
How could 240 men crowd into so con- 
fined a living space? . . . The notices 
were interesting, particularly that of re- 
cent date from the admiral of the com- 
mand, warning officers and ratings of the 
danger of excessive alcohol consumption. 
Four young seamen, three on the occa- 
sion of their twenty-first birthdays, had 
drunk themselves to death, either by 
blood poisoning or by asphyxiation.”— 
The White Ribbon (British), Oct., 1945, p. 
83. 


Drink Upsets German War Plans.— 
A Red Army correspondent tells how 
heavy drinking spoiled German plans in 
Silesia. An underground arsenal, which 
consisted of immense concrete structures 
hidden under acres of netting with clev- 
erly camouflaged paths and planted with 
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imitation trees, was entered by the Rus- 
sians. Stairways leading underground 
were marked: “Death is the penalty for 
entering these premises without a pass.” 
At the bottom a huge tunnel stretched, 
with branches to left and right, lined 
with enormous stocks of shells, mines, 
and bombs. Everything was numbered 
and arranged. Inventories of the con- 
tents of each bay lay on small tables. 
Yet everything was mined. Explosive 
charges of great power were planted un- 
der each section, and the whole place 
could have been blown to fragments 
by the simple turn of a switch, should 
the occasion arise. ’ 
In the cottage of the official who was 
supposed to turn the switch the Rus- 
sians, moving fast, found a drinking bout 
in progress. A table was spread with 
food and liquor. A gramophone was 
blaring. The guard was incapable of 
standing on his feet, let alone finding 
his way to the switch. The whole gi- 
gantic underground storehouse fell into 
the Red Army’s hands intact.—Every- 
body’s Monthly, May-June, 1945. 


Does Beverage Alcohol Aid Genius?— 
Instead of being a stimulus to literary, 
especially poetical, composition, J. D. 
Rolleston, M.D., F.R.C.P., says alcohol is 
a depressant of imagination and a detri- 
ment to the power of expression, and 
quotes Theophile Gautier, French poet, 
who says of the writer Hoffman: 

I do not deny that Hoffman often 
smoked and sometimes got drunk on 
Rhine wine, but that may happen to any- 
one, and has very little to do with his 
talent. It is well to disabuse the public 
as to these supposed means of exciting 
inspiration. Neither wine nor tobacco 
can produce genius. A great man, when 
he is drunk, goes wrong just like anyone 
else; falling into the gutter is not the way 
to rise into the clouds. I do not believe 
that anyone has been a good writer when 
he has lost his senses and reason.

EFORE any one of us can determine 
for himself how to make the most 
of Sunday, we must answer the ques- 
tion, “To whom do my Sundays belong?” 
If Sunday belongs to self, then making 
the most of it will lie along the lines 
of self-indulgence. If Sunday belongs 
to one’s business, or to one’s garden, 
then work will be the way in which to 
make the most of it—at least, out- 
wardly, this will seem to be so. 
However, the true Christian takes a 
different view from these. To him, Sun- 
day is the Lord’s Day. He recognizes 
that every day belongs to the Lord, but 
that, in special sense, this one day in 
seven is set apart as one in which to 
honor God, and to serve Him.

The Christian does not observe the 
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JUNIOR COLLEGE=—Two years of regular liberal 
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universities and colleges; two-year courses in Bible 
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HIGH SCHOOL DEPARTMENT= Four years of 
college preparatory work, approved by the Regents 
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Lord’s Day as the Jews of old observed 
their Sabbaths. The Jewish Sabbath was 
the seventh day in the week, and it was 
given to Israel as a day of rest. Pun- 
ishment for the breaking of the Sabbath 
was death (Exod. 31:14, 15; Num.. 15: 
32-36). As Dr. C. I. Scofield points out 
in his reference Bible: 

Apart from maintaining the con- 
tinued burnt-offering (Num 28:9), and 
its connection with the annual feasts 
(Ex. 12:16; Lev. 23:3, 8; Num. 28:25), 
the seventh-day sabbath was never 
made a day of sacrifice, worship, or 
any manner of religious service. 

On the other hand, from earliest New 
Testament times, Christians used the 
Lord’s Day, the first day in the week, 
as one on which to gather together, vol- 
untarily, for worship and service. The 
impulse was not obedience to a law, but 
came from a heart filled with love for 
the Lord Jesus, who rose from the dead 
on the first day of the week. 


While the Lord’s Day to the Christian 
is not to be, in one sense, a day of rest, 
nevertheless, the physical and mental 
benefits of laying aside one’s regular 
employment or occupation for one day 
in seven should not be overlooked. It 
is doubtful, except under very unusual 
circumstances, if even distinctly Chris- 
tian activities should be engaged in on 
the Lord’s Day to such a degree that 
they give no time for mental and physi- 
cal recuperation. The late Dr. Howard 
A. Kelly said: 

Even were there no God, tenderly 
inviting us home to the Father’s house 
on that day, yet as a doctor I would 

roclaim it an absolute necessity for 
he tired body. On this day, all work 
not of necessity or charity should be 
laid aside; the ancient lew of our 
country, whose aim is to promote the 
higher good of the whole community, 
rightly forbids unnecessary labor.

The consecrated follower of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, however, will see in the 
Lord’s Day even greater opportunities 
than that of recuperation. The very 
abstinence from those tasks and activ- 
ities that make up our regular work-a- 
day week will be recognized as a testi- 
mony to others of our love for the Lord 
Jesus, and our desire to honor Him on 
His Day.

The Christian will use the Lord’s Day 
as a special opportunity for an upward 
look. It is not that God’s Word or 
prayer will be neglected on the other 
days of the week, but that there is 
usually more time on the Lord’s Day for 
prayer and Bible study than is avail- 
able on working days.

The Christian will make good use of 
the Lord’s Day as an opportunity for 
worship; for teaching God’s Word, or 
for listening to God’s Word; for Chris- 
tian fellowship and inspiration, and the 
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like, which privileges are not usually 
available during the weekdays.

Still another valuable use of the 
Lord’s Day will be the visiting of the 
sick or those who are shut in, or for 
the carrying of the Gospel message by 
your young people’s group to some hos- 
pital or prison. :

In these days we need especially to 
be reminded and to remind others that 
one of our great Christian heritages is 
in danger of slipping away from us as a 
nation. Those who would commercialize 
Sunday, or use that day for their own 
selfish pleasure and indulgence are strik- 
ing at the very roots of one of the great- 
est means to national righteousness and 
morality. How can the church and the 
Sunday school, with their great minis- 
try of teaching and proclaiming God’s 
Word, be preserved if the Lord’s Day is 
not preserved? Take away the Lord’s 
Day and these great vitalizing, safe- 
guarding, and correcting influences must 
go down. Are you making the most of 
the Lord’s Day for the One to whom it 
rightfully belongs?
